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Women apparently want to be 
sexy this Halloween. 

Most of the people who buy 
costumes at Thoughts ’N’ Things are 
young adults, said manager Bonnie 
Morketter as she ducked through the 
Halloween costumes crowding her 
Upland shop. 

“Last year, Elvira was the big 
thing,” Morketter said. ““She’s not that 
hot this year, but the same sexy idea is.” 


Sexy has long been a key word at 
The Theater Company. They rent 
theater costumes, most in adult sizes. 

Employee Tyler Learned said 
French maid costumes, can-can girls, 
and Southern Belles are usually “the 
top three” for women, and “wenches 
have been a big seller this year” also, 
Said fellow employee Barbara Dvorett. 

For men, it’s gangsters, pirates 

and southern gentlemen, and Roman 
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soldiers are in there somewhere,” 
Learned said.

. Thoughts ’N’ Things, on 
Viountain Avenue north of 16th 
Street, is a Hallmark store, but 
“you wouldn't know it at 
Halloween,” Morketter said. ‘‘lIt 
gets awful boring just being a 
Hallmark store.” 

So at Halloween, they clear a 
couple of aisles and fill them with 
costume accessories like hats, 
fake feet and swords. Costumes 
crowd the ceiling and hang into 
the aisles. 

“It gets real congested, but 
that’s part of the fun,” Morketter 
said. 

She said she doesn’t rent the 
costumes; she only sells them. “| 
found that so many costumes sell 
for what they’re renting for,” she 
said. 

The costumes are not the paper 
or paper-thin cloth made for 
children. They are sturdy and and 
can be used more than one night 
of the year. 

People often buy a basic 
costume one year, then add to it 
over the years, she said. That way, 
they “really create a real 
costume.” 

Sales are better than usual this 
year, she said, adding, ‘Halloween 
is always good — people love 
halloween. They get to party, to 
pretend — it’s a good excuse to 
be crazy.” 

“They say, ‘Oh, well, it’s 
Halloween,’” she said. 

“With your imagination and our 
accessories, you can be almost 
anything you want,” Morketter 
said. Kit costumes of all kinds 
start at $15, she said, but “you 

have to wear them over 





something, like a leotard. 
Otherwise you’re half-naked.” 

More elaborate costumes are 
about $10 more. 

Morketter said people don’t 
have to come in knowing exactly 
what they want. 

“The only thing we ask is that 
they decide if they want to be 
pretty, ugly or funny, and we help 
them from that point. We really 
have fun when someone says they 
want to be ugly.” 

They have professional make- 
up, and will give people 
instructions and tips on how to 
apply and — just as important — 
how to take it cff. 

“There’s nothing sadder than a 
Dracula after Halloween, and we 
get that,” she said. 

With the multitude of choices, 
what’s Morketter going to be this 
Halloween? She said she and her 
husband are planning on dressing 
up as “space people,” complete 
with silver make-up.

The selection of costumes at 
The Theater Company, 633 N. 
Benson Ave., Upland, was 
incredible. 

Before people started renting 
for Halloween about a month ago, 
at least 3,000 costumes hung on 
rack after rack in the cavernous 
warehouse. 

Employees have compiled a list 
of 200 different types of costumes 
available, but “some things are 
starting to run low,” Learned said. 

Many specific sizes — both the 
popular and the hard-to-get — are 
gone, Dvorett said. People who 
come in early in the season get 
the selection and, if they are early 
enough, can have the costumes 
altered.

“If they come in the week 
before, we don’t have their size,”’ 
she said. 

Not to despair. “The top rows 
are still full. We have lots of kilts.” 

“Which is a shame, because 
they’re probably one of our most 
authentic costumes,” Learned 
said. 

Other costumes run from those 
used in local productions — like 
King Arthur and Guinevere from 
Camelot — te the truly bizarre, like 
Learned’s Urban Warrior and 
Shogun Assassin creations. 

People are usually shocked at 
the selection. “They ... walk 
around and ask if they can come 
back later. They don’t expect to 
see that much,” Learned said. 

“It’s like a fantasy to come in 
here and try things on,” Dvorett 
said. “‘They can’t believe you let 
them come in here and play in 
your closet.” 

The people who work at The 
Theater Company ‘‘care about 
what you put on. We work with 
you with hats, gloves, things like 
that,” she said. 

Dvorett said they really enjoy it 
when acustomer says, “Show me 
something strange.” 








A friend of one of the 
employees came in one day and 
tried on a muskateer costume. 
Just fooling around, Dvorett said, 
they put a chipmunk head over it. 

“He didn’t have a party to go to, 
but liked the costume so much he 
rented it and then found a party to 
go to,” she said. 

Some male customers pose 
more of a problem, but the 
employees have learned how to 
handle it. “Most guys are being 
dragged here by their girlfriend,” 
she said. 

“We put them in a riverboat 
gambler or a pirate, where they 
can run around and be nuts.” 

Most costumes rent for $25 to 
$40, for three days, Learned said. is 
This year’s rentals have been } 
about the same as they have been 
in past years. 

And, as in past years, the af 
employees are starting to get 
burned out. “After helping 1,600 

people in and out of costumes, 
you get tired,” Learned said. r 

But they still have pride in their 
work. ‘We make sure everyone 
looks good when they leave here.

Karen Matcham has been at Rancho 
Cucamonga Neighborhood Center almost as long 
as the center has been at its Arrow Route site. 

Now 33, the recreation supervisor joined the 
center staff a year after the 42-year-old building 
opened. Originally built as a county facility with 
federal grant funds, the center became part of 
Rancho Cucamonga when the city incorporated. 

Matcham brought plenty of experience with her 
to the post, having served in recreation 
departments in Pasadena, Fontana, Riverside and 
Bloomington. 

“| started at 16,” she said. ‘‘When | went to 
college, | still worked my way up to supervisor.” 

Her first full-time recreation job was with 
Ontario at age 21, where she spent 3% years. 

Matcham said her experience in other city 
recreation programs — a quality she shares with 
her boss, Bill Holley, the city’s community services 
director — helps determine a direction for 
recreation activities in Rancho Cucamonga. 

“As the city has been growing, we’ve started 
our own policies, having seen how they run in other 
cities,” she said. ‘That experience and knowing the 
resources of other cities applied to a new city in its 
young stages has been really exciting.”

Matcham said her job involves public relations, 
organization, business administration and 
knowledge of many sports. 

“You mainly need someone who can do 
programming and they need to get along with 
people,” she said. “Recreation and social services 
all intertwine with one another. Most of it you learn 
from experience, but it also depends on what type 
of person you are.” 

“It is an extremely difficult job, which she does 
with very professional results,” Holley said. 

“| like it here because | am not doing strictly 
recreation,” Matcham said. “I love recreation, but if 
that was all | did | wouldn’t like it because | would 
not be branching out enough.” 

Besides recreation, she also immerses herself 
in social services, coordinating senior activities, 
non-profit organization meetings, government 
programs and the scheduling of all sport field uses 
throughout the city. 

A youth sports council, made up of all the city 
leagues, meets four to six times a year to resolve 
scheduling conflicts. Matcham oversees that 
group. 

“The school districts did the organizing before, 
but they decided to let the city handle it because it 
is really a headache,” she said. ‘We really don’t

in developing the story of Upland’s long-time 
biggest industry that has recently vanished into 
housing and pavement, we have touched only 
lightly on marketing. Without a market that 
returned a profit to growers, continuation was an 
easy way of going broke. 

Rough varieties of citrus were brought to 
California and Arizona by the Spanish and 
Portuguese missionaries in the late 1700s. With 
seeds from their homelands, they planted citrus 
and other crops around the missions. To prevent 
the crops from being livestock food, barricades of 
cactus were grown, to keep hungry critters away. 
Mission Indians loved the luscious fruit. 

Noting mission successes, settlers decided 
citrus would be a good California crop, and grove 
acreage increased. While groves were few, and 
population was increasing, crops could be sold in 
nearby markets. Then, as now, a good thing can 
soon become overdone, and before long, surpluses 
of fruit were grown. 

When the railroads to Southern California were 
built, the means of handling surpluses seemed at 
hand. But with the numerous buyers and shippers 
acting very independently, chaos was common. 

A number of said buyers might hear of a 
profitable sale of fruit in, let’s say, St. Louis. So, 
many carloads of fruit were sent there. Most all 
selling in eastern markets was by auction, at the 
wholesale level. When too much fruit arrived in an 
area, prices dropped, drastically. 

Some fruit was held in cars on-sidings, in hope 
the glut would ease, but such fruit often decayed 
before unloading. Refrigerated rail cars were yet to 
be developed. The helter-skelter sales methods put 
little cash into pockets other than those of the 
auction and commission grabbing folks at the 
markets. 

Finally, asmall group of growers in Riverside, 
followed by one in Claremont, banded together to 
improve the situation. They formed what they 
called Fruit Growers’ Associations. They began 
selling fruit, in rail gars, at the packing house door. 
Buyers assumed all of he later risks. Profits 
improved, and other growers took note. 

in 1893, a group of 60 growers formed the 
Southern California Fruit Exchange, to hopefully 
reap the benefits of organization. The road was 
rocky for more than a decade, as independents 
bucked organization. But, organization slowly 
forged ahead, with better profits to growers. 

In 1905, the California Fruit Growers’ Exchange 
was incorporated. It’s cooperative principals, with 
improvements, are still in effect today. It adopted 
the Sunkist trademark for its finest fruit. In 1952, 
the name was changed to Sunkist Growers, Inc. It 
x has become one of the world’s larger farmer's

Safety a priority for trick 


Halloween is one of the oldest and most 
traditional of all community-wide celebrations. 
Within the last few years, however, neighborhoods 
have experienced fewer and fewer “trick or 
treaters.” 

Although the National Safety Council admits 
there is reason for caution, the group is working to 
help keep children safe so they can dress up as 
their favorite monster or live out their childhood 
fantasy. 

if a child wants to go trick or treating there are — 
certain precautions ‘a parent can take to make sure 
Halloween stays safe and enjoyable, said Sharon 
Gamache, home safety, specialist of the National 
Safety Council. 

““An obvious area of concern is the treats that a 
child receives,”” Gamache' said. “Parents should 
examine treats before.a child eats them. Look for 
anything suspicious, such as a broken seal or a 
wrapper that is loose. If you have any reason to 
believe that an item has been tampered with, don’t 
allow your child to have the candy. 

“If your child receives a piece of fruit for a treat,

wash and slice it into small pieces and check for 
inedible additions. It’s also a good idea to give 
children a meal or snack before they trick or treat. 
They’ll be less likely to eat treats if they have had 
something to fill their stomachs.” 

One way to prevent children from eating candy 
before it has been inspected is to accompany them 
on their Halloween visits, she said. 

“Young children should be supervised by an 
adult,’”’ she said. “‘An adult can keep track of the 
houses children visit and the treats they receive. An 
adult can also guide children in crossing streets 
and make sure that youngsters.don’t stray too far 
from the immediate neighborhood. 

“Older children usually prefer to travel with 
friends, but parents should discuss certain safety 


rules with them before the chiidren leave. 


“To be on the safe side,”” Gamache said, “small 
children should trick or treat while it is stil! light 
outside. Some other Halloween activity such as 
having a costume party, visiting a haunted house, 
or renting a home movie can be held during the 
evening.

@ Masks should be of a type that provides 
good visibility. 

@ Small children should always be 
‘accompanied by an adult. Warn them to-walk, 
not run, even though they are excited.

“If you live in a rural community or in an area 
that is not well-lighted and you allow your older 
children to trick or treat during the evening, have 
them carry flashlights and wear light-colored 
outfits or use reflective tape on the costumes. 
Children who follow this advice will see better, but 
more importantly, they will become more visible to 
motorists.” 

Another concern on Halloween is the costume 
that a child wears. “‘Children should be able to see 


properly without any visual obstructions,” she said. 


“A painted face and a hat is worn properly will not 
obstruct a child’s vision. If you choose to allow 
your child to wear a mask, make sure the eye holes 
are large enough for a child to see clearly: Enlarge 
the holes if they are too small. This will help 
prevent falls on stairs and it will allow children to 
see where they're going.” : 

Children should also wear costumes that are 
made of flame resistant materials whenever 
possible. Comfortable, well-fitted shoes are 
strongly recommended. “It’s not smart,” Gamache 
said, ‘‘to allow a girl who dresses like a fairy 
princess to wear mothef’s high heels.” 

The accessories to a costume should also be 
given careful consideration. Sharp objects such as 
knives or swords should not be allowed.

The 1983 benefit of the Fine Arts Foundation of 
Scripps College, ‘“‘The Claremont College Collage,” 
will be held Oct. 30, featuring a tour of some of the 
finest residential buildings of the Claremont 
Colleges. 

Also included will be a gala gathering on the 
Scripps College campus and a silent auction of the 
works of well-known contemporary American 
ceramists. 

The house tour will include the homes of: Dr. 
Kenneth Baker, president of Harvey Mudd College; 
Dr. John Chandler of Scripps College; Dr. Frank 
Elisworth of Pitzer College; the new Marian Miner 
Cook Athenaeum of Claremont McKenna College; 
and the Padelford House of Scripps College. 

The Baker house, a gift of Mr. and Mrs. Leroy 
Garrett, was completed in 1959 as the residence of 
Dr. and Mrs. Joseph Platt. Designed by architect 
Henry Eggers, it serves both private and public 
functions. 

The Padelford House, now owned by Scripps 
College, was built in the 1920s. This California 
Spanish stucco house was the residence of Louise 
Padelford from the early 1960s until her death in 
1979. She included an additional 20-by-30-foot living 
room, designed by Millard Sheets, and a 
Mediterranean-style swimming pool. Padelford, 
who was closely associated with Scripps College, 
often used her home for both public and private 
college functions. 

The construction of the Marian Miner Cook 
Athenaeum of CMC was begun in June 1972 and 
completed in September 1983 by the architectural 
firm of Quincy Jones and Associates. Funded and 
endowed by parents, trustees and friends of the 
college, it has been in continuous use for student 
programs, functions and general enrichment. 

The Chandler house, the residence of Scripps 
College presidents, was completed in 1939 as the 
home of the first Scripps president, Ernest Jaqua 
and his family. The two-story classical

Add another “‘R’”’ to the list of 
subjects in the Alta Loma School 
District. These days it’s reading, 
’riting, ’rithmetic and 'rthquakes. 

Teachers, staff, administrators, 
students and parents are learning to 
deal with what experts say is 
inevitable — ‘a major Southern 
California earthquake within the next 
30 years. 

In fact, October has been 
designated “Earthquake 
Preparedness Month” in the district. 
Rancho Cucamonga Mayor Jon 
Mikels followed Alta Loma’s cue by 
declaring “Earthquake Education 
Awareness Month” in the city. 

Though the Coalinga quake last 
May focused statewide attention on 
getting ready for ‘‘The Big One,” Alta 
Loma’s program was not hurriedly 
thrown together on shaky ground. 
Two years of study under the 
direction of Millie Strain, director of 
curriculum/instruction, went into the 
project. 

The result, as designed by a 
district earthquake committee, was a 
comprehensive guidebook outlining 
safety tips students and staff should 
follow. 

For the last two years, 
representatives from the district 
have been attending meetings held 
by the Southern California 
Earthquake Preparedness Project, a 
group aimed at creating strategies 
against disasters. Information from 
SCEPP and the county went into the 
guidebook. 

Also, students are learning the 
cause of earthquakes through 















































classroom study about shifting 
continental plates. There are also 
school bus and playground safety 
drills being performed at the schools 
this month. 

“We want the children so used to 
earthquake drills that it will be an 
automatic reaction when the ground 
shakes to take cover,” Strain said. 
“There will still be panic, but we 
hope it will reduce panic and let 
them know what to do.”’ 

Children would be left at their 
schoo! until parents arrive, with most 
taken to grassy schoolyards where 
buildings and poles are not likely to 
fall. 

Joan Achuff, the district’s director 
of transportation, has implemented a 
program for school bus evacuation 
which, she says, “I hope we’ll never 
have to use.” 

With buses lined in a row on the 
playgrounds, 750 children were 
involved in a recent training exercise 
with the vehicles. Evacuation drills, 
which are required once a year in the 
state, have been performed in the 
district for five years, but this was 
the first time all children in a school 
did the exercise at once. In the past, 
the drill was performed by individual 
classes. 

Inside the bus, children were told 
to ‘duck and cover’ by squatting 
down with hands over heads. 
Instructions were also given on 
where to find the radio and fire 
extinquisher inside the bus and how 
to operate exits. 

Classes, assigned to certain 
buses, file out the doorsas__.

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individual student leaders sit near 
emergency exits to help other 
children out of the bus. 

The children jump onto mats 
during the drills and walk in a single 
line away from the bus. The key to 
the exercise is not to panic, Achuff 
said. 

While practicing the bus 
evacuation drill at Stork Elementary 
School recently, one driver said she 
had a problem with one boy ‘‘who 
didn’t want to touch the girls” while 
helping the children out of the bus. 

But children are not the only ones 
involved in earthquake awareness 
training. From the superintendent to 
the school janitor, everyone in the 
district is being tremor-trained. 

First aid classes are offered 
throughout the district in 
conjunction with the Red Cross. 
Teachers, aides and staff members 
who go through the training receive 
certificates. 

Home earthquake safety material 
has been drawn up for parents as 
well, Strain said. 

“Hopefully, the families will sit 
down and plan things out like where 
to go to shut off the gas and escape 
exits,” Strain said. 

Some might think all the talk about 
devastation would frighten the 
children, but Strain.said the more 
they know about earthquakes, the 
less afraid the children will be. 

Some of the material and training 
can be applied to other disasters 
‘(such as fires), but Strain said there 
is a difference with earthquakes.

In the not so distant past, the Cincinnati 
Reds were considered one of major league 
baseball’s premier organizations. 

The year was 1979 and Cincinnati had 
| won its tenth divisional title, capping a 
| decade of virtual dominance of the National 
League West by the Reds and Dodgers. 

It was that year in which an outstanding 
spring training performance earned Frank 
Pastore a spot on the big team’s roster. A 
pitcher in the Reds’ system since 1975, 

3 Pastore was given the opportunity to play 
with a truly great team. 

The thrill, however, was to be short-lived. 
/ Although they co-dominated the National 
1 League West with the Dodgers throughout 

] the ’70s, the Reds have had more than their 
1 share of problems in the current decade. 
After winning its last division 
championship, Cincinnati finished third in 
1980, failed to qualify for the playoffs in the 
| strike-altered '81 campaign and stumbled all 
_ | the way to sixth last season. 

in 1983, the Reds posted just 74 wins en 
route to a last-place finish. 

Despite the dismal record, Pastore 
| believes the team has made progress toward 

| righting its downward slide. 
- “!’m very excited about the whole thing 
_ | (the team’s prospects for ‘84),” the Upland 
resident said. 
Injuries have plagued his major league 
| career, but he was still the club’s top hurler 
in 1980 with a 13-7 record. 

Due to a new stretching method and an 
injury-free 1983 season, Pastore is eagerly 
awaiting next season. Another reason for 
optimism is his recent mastering of the 
knuckleball.

Hope beset by physical 
problems in NY Marathon 
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Armed with new pitch, 
Pastore looks forward 


“i'd always thrown it (the knuckler) to kill 
time,” said the 26-year-old right-hander. 

Working with pitching coach Bill Fischer, 
Pastore gained confidence in the 
unorthodox pitch, and decided to use it 
during the latter stages of the season. 

The results were immediate. He 
registered a 4-0 shutout of the St. Louis 
Cardinals, his best performance of the 
season. 

In his last outing of the campaign, he 
closed out with a 6-4 decision over the 
Houston Astros. 

The win gave him a 9-12 record for the 
season and 40-48 major league career mark. 

As Pastore tells it, he had little to lose by 
developing the new pitch. 

“For a while there, | was getting 
shellacked,” said Pastore, whose 4.88 ERA 
in 1983 exceeded the 3,81 mark he had 
compiled in four-plus seasons previously. 
He compleied four of 29 starts. 

On more positive notes, the 6-foot-3, 205- 
pounder showed good control, allowing just 
64 walks in 18414 innings. He fanned 93 
batters. 

Along with his individual progress, his i 
confidence has also been bolstered by what 
he feels are positive moves in the Reds’ 
front office. 

Early in the season, club president and 
chief executive officer Dick Wagner was 
fired. Wagner will go down in baseball 
history as the man whose tight fiscal 
policies hastened the demise of the once 
powerful club. 

His refusal to meet contract demands of 
stars such as Pete Rose, Tony Perez, and 
Joe Morgan, along with his equally adamant

For New Zealand’s Rod Dixon, last 
Sunday’s New York Marathon was a 
harbinger of a surely rosy future in long 
distance running. Dixon, in only his second 
marathon, traversed the course in 2:08.59, 
good enough for first place in the event’s 
14th staging. 

For Joel Hope, the race was supposed to 
a stepping-stone. 

However, the only trouble with stepping- 
stones is that they allow room for two-way 
trips. 

Hope, rated as America’s 32nd best 
marathoner going into the race, fell prey to 
pnysical problems and finished the New 
York course in 2:21.06, placing him 73rd 
overall. 

“I just had a poor race,” Hope said from 
his home this week. “Things happened that | 
couldn’t control, and so | couldn’t keep up.” 
Sunday’s time was five minutes slower than 
his personal best of 2:16.11 set last April in 
Boston, where he placed 33rd. 

Lynn Buehler, Hope’s running coach, 
said that although Sunday’s finish was 


disappointing, it should not prove to be a 
major setback in Hope’s marathon career. 

“It was a learning experience,” the 
Chaffey College track and cross country 
coach said. He added that Hope now needs 
to pay attention to the intricacies of training, 
and develop mental intensity. 

“He's physically ready (to win 
marathons),” Buehler said. “He just needs 
to increase his intensity.” 

Hope, who still runs track at Chaffey, 


said that despite his disappointment, he will 
begin training immediately for another race 


in February. 

“It just made me hungrier,” he said of 
the N.Y.C. finish. “I’ve got to increase the 
intensity of my training.” 

Hope also said that Sunday’s time will 
not be held against him when the Olympic 
Marathon trials are held this April in Buffalo, 
N.Y. 

“My time for Boston will still be used as 
my qualifying time,” Hope said. 

To be invited to the trials, a runner needs 
to hoid a spot in the sport’s top 50 places.

“Other disasters give you a little warning,” she 
said. “With a fire, you usually smell smoke first. 
But with a quake, when the ground shakes you have 
to react quickly. The Coalinga quake really woke us 
#4 up. So did the (last) winter storms. What do you do 
1 with 35 kids in aclassroom with no lights? That 
really made people aware.” 

The reaction from parents and staff to the 
earthquake prograin has been “very positive,” 
according to Strain. In fact, she said surrounding 
districts have asked for help in creating their own 
plans. 

“it’s not a question of whether it happens — 
everyone knows it will — it’s a matter of when. But 
everyone thinks it is not going to happen to them,” 
Strain said. “‘... | think we are really ahead of other 
districts.” : 

Strain said the district is also ahead of the city, 
which she said does not yet have an earthquake 
disaster plan. 

“it’s like we're sitting on a time bomb,” she 
said. “... It’ll be a matter of time before it comes. 
The better prepared we are, the better you can deal 
with it when it comes.”
